HARVESTING OF SUGAR-BEET. 


AA. 
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4E ripeness of sugar beet, as experienced 
f 3 growers are aware, is indicated by the 
outer leaves drooping and changing 
colour to a yellowish green. When about 
three-quarters of the fohage has thus wilted, 
the central leaves only being fresh and green, 
the time for lifting has come. The usual 
method of harvesting is with a horse-drawn 
lifter, which loosens the beets, so that the 
can easily be pulled up by hand, after whic 
they are knocked together to remove adher- 
ing soil and laid in rows. The roots can then 
be topped and thrown into heaps, and where 
the beets are not to be carted immediately 
they can be covered with the tops. It is im- 
portant to note that, when topping, the cut 
must be made at a point below the lowest 
leaf, so as to decapitate the crown, which is 
useless, and even harmful, in the sugar extrac- 
tion process. 
The price paid by the factory is a delivered 
price per ton of washed and topped beet and 
varies according to the sugar content of the 
crop as ascertained by the factory chemist, 
A calculation is made of the percentage of 
tare delivered by each grower in a fair sample 
which is washed, and, if necessary, re-topped.. 
It is, therefore, in the grower's interest (a) 
to top correctly and (b) to send the roots as 
free from dirt as possible, as otherwise he 
will be paying carriage upon weight for which 
he does not receive payment, He should also 
fully load the railway trucks, as the carriage 
sg ane beet is fixed upon a minimum load of 
six tons.

The English Problem : London, 


Ipswich, Salford. 


The vital importance of the milk problem 
in these islands was illustrated last week 
by the threat—only called off at the last 
moment—of a milk strike in London. Milk 
contracts for London and the larger cities 
of England and Scotland are entered into 
annually each autumn for a year. Last 
year’s contracts left the dairyman, in his 
own view, out of pocket. Prices going as 
low as 4id. per gallon had resulted in. loss, 
and, since no improvement was offered by 
the distributors, the National Farmers’ Union 
advised farmers to reject the terms proffered 
for 1932-3. At the eleventh hour distri- 
butors advanced their minimum to 5d. for 
surplus milk—an addition of abont 17 per 
cent. on 1931-2—and agreements have been 
entered into which provide for an addition 
on average during the coming year of three 
halfpence per gallon, up to a maximmm (in 
the scarce season) of 1s, 5d. per gallon. 
This agreement is accepted by most sup- 
pliers to the London market, but does not. 
satisfy the East Anglian producers, who con- 
sider that they are “sold again” In 
Ipswich last week farmers gave milk away 
free in the streets rather than accept even 
the improved price. In Salford a site for 
706 farmers’ vehicles has been selected from 
which milk has been sold by farmers them- 
selves. But will this affect irish prices? if 
no other data entered the calculation we 
might anticipate some slight repercussions 
here, but the data are many. he future 
of dairying in Ireland cannot continue for 
long independent of the Government’s re- 
cently propounded tillage policy, with its 
coming reactions on the price of feed, the 
raising and marketing of the pig, which 
consumes skim milk, the encouragement of 
farmers whose land may offer about equal 
facilities for milk production or 
for the growing of cereals to choose more 
tillage and less or no dairy business. But 
the creamery exists, and ary. further large 
reduction. in ‘milk supply—which has fallen 
appreciably in the last two years—may re- 
sult in serious loss, with an inevitable diminu- 
tion in price to. the suppliers. This last fact 
is typical of the whole complex situation. 
Lhe farmer who holds off from creamery 
work may bring down rather than increase 
the price for milk. For he has to choose 
between two risks: an increased output: of 
butter if milk supply goes up, with, perhaps, 
decreased prices for milk, or a decreased 
output if supplies go down, with danger to 
the creamery into which he has put capital, 
and whose declension would strike a disas- 
trous blow to farming from Waterford to 
Kerry and Clare and in other important 
areas in the West and North. Below a 
certain minimum supply the best creamery 
cannot be made to pay, and its disappearance 
would mean disaster. 


World Conditions and Perplexing 


Irish Factors. 


As if these complexities did not make the 
problem sufficiently intricate, there are extra- 
national factors to consider. No one can 
foresee the duration of the Anglo-Irish con- 
vine nor the conditions under which our 
mutually interdependent islands will resume 
normal trading relationships. No one can 
anticipate even approximately the inter- 
relations between the whole agricultural 
world conditions of the future on the one 
hand and dairying on the other. We do 
know that, in spite of an exceptionally well- 
developed farming organisation, the Dairy- 
men's League, the price, for milk in the 
large area known as the New York milk 
shed has persistently fallen, and that this 
fall is a reflection of dairying prices in the 
United States. The conditions which led to 
this are not confined to that vast area. The 
consumption of milk in the cities where it 
is a principal food declines as unemployment 
and industrial depression increase and milk 
prices fall “in sympathy.’’ “Thus, the index

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” PRESENT CRISIS. 
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HOW IT MAY HELP. 


N the present state of the tariff war, 
| which is stagnating the dairy industry, 
everyone is looking about for some 
means, however slight, of mollifying indivi- 
dual conditions. One thing which seems to 
offer fair scope for development is the pro- 
duction of cheese, It has always been a 
puzzle to me why this branch of dairying 
has never become firmly established here. 
Perhaps it is because the Irish never were 
a cheese-eating race. All the same, a study 
of the statistics of imported cheese in the 
last few years should make us sit up and 
realise that there is now a constant and 
growing demand in Ireland for this valuable 
article of diet. 

There seems no reason why we could not 
compete favourably with the British and 
Canadian cheeses that now appear to have 
become almost indispensable items on our 
daily menu: In this connection, it would 
appear that, unfortunately, Ireland neglected 
the opportunity which offered during the 
Great War. Then when virtually every co 
operative creamery in the country was 
turning out large quantities of cheese, the 
product on the whole had not an enviable 
reputation. In fact, only for the general 
food scarcity, it could ‘not have found a 
market. This, of course,* was due to the 
fact that in the majority of cases a large 
proportion of separated milk was used in 
the manufacture of the cheese, and again 
very often it had not been ripened properly. 
Accordingly, when normal conditions began 
to be restored, people’s tastes were no longer 
satisfied with an inferior article and high- 
grade cheeses captured the market. To all 
intents and purposes we just looked on un- 
caring, and made no efforts to improve the 
product and bring it up to the required 
standard. 

li this new effort to establish the cheese 
industry in the Free State is to succeed, and 
to flourish when “tariff wars’’ are ended, 
the quality of the product must be of a 
uniformly good standard. Otherwise the 
money expended in equipping creameries 
and dairies to meet the new situation is go 
much waste. Let us face the undertaking 
with the determination to cater for modern 
needs and to pack and turn out the finished 
cheeses in the manner most acceptable to 
the public. Only then can we meet foreign 
competitors with any degree of confidence 
that our product is at least equal, if not 
superior, to their neatly presented goods. 
We should take note of the many varieties 
of cheeses that in attractive cartons and 
fancy boxes always find a ready sale. — 

The Government may succeed in keeping 
out all foreign cheeses, but they will not in. 
duce Irish ple to “ eat more Irish cheese, 
unless they insist that it is presented im ap 
attractive condition and is of reliable quality. 


For Home Dairies. | 

While on the subject of cheese-production, 
which .enterprising creameries are now hurry- 
ing to start, many who eonduct tang 
dairies could also undertake it with suc- 
cess for home consumption, Very little 
initial expense is involved, as the plant 1s 
ueither bas nor costly, Many of the 
utensils used in. butter-making can be em- 
ployed in the manufacture of cheese. The 
essentials are cheese moulds, cheese cloths 
and rennet extract. Where there is not a 
regular dairy, it can be made in a clean, 
well-ventilated room and cured in a pantry 
or dry cellar. The most suitable temperature 
for ripening is one from 58-60 degrees F. 
Extremes of temperature—too high or too 
low—spoil the cheese. i 

The milk used should be pure whole milk. 
It should be perfectly clean and free from 
taints, and may be either mixed night’s and 
morning’s milk or all morning’s milk. The 
average yield is about a pound of cheese 
to a gallon of milk, so that about 24 gallons 
of milk will make a suitable family. cheese, 
A popular and ecasily-made variety is 


Cottage Cheese. 

For this there will be required—Two milk. 
pails, one of three gallons capacity, the other 
slightly larger, a thermometer, a tin disc of 
about 3 ins, diameter, a cheese moutd about 
6’’ x 4” with a wooden follower, a butter 
board and weights, 7lb., 14lb., 281b. and 56lb. 
and cheese muslin. 

In addition, there will be needed liquid 
rennet of a recognised dairy brand and salt 

‘'o make, strain 24 gallons of milk through 
the muslin into the smaller pail, and stand 
it in the other containing water at 90 degrees 
or at a temperature necessary to bring the 
milk up to 86 deg. F. Add four tablespoons 
of soured nilk or fresh buttermilk to produce 
the necessary acidity. Stir it in and leave 
for half an hour. Then mix one teaspoonful 
of rennet with half a cup of cold water, and 
stir carefully into the milk for three minutes. 
Next gently agitate the surface of the milk 
until it begins to coagulate. Cover the pail 
with muslin, and leave from 50-60 minutes 
until the curd is firm enough to cut. 

Cutting—First cut into half-inch squares 
with the carving knife, then into half-inch 
enbes by using the tin disc or skimmer 
downwards in a circular, sloping movement. 
Next stir the curd up. from the bottom 
without heating for at least ten minutes.

a pair of barn owls to rear a brood within 
the boundaries of his property has acquired 
valuable alles in his campaign against 


rodent pests. 


The destruction of barn owls by the 
ignorant cannot be too strongly condemned. 
The law provides heavy penalties for the 
killing of these birds or the taking of their 
eggs or young, but, in spite of this, numbers 
are still shot or otherwise destroyed, not only 
by people who are ignorant of the birds’ 
habits, but sometimes by others who should 
know better. The barn owl is a resident 
bird, and its good work is carried on all the 
year round. There is no bird that is more 
worthy of protection, and none that will more 
quickly ‘‘ pay for its keep.” This is easily 
provided. The bird requires nothing from 
man in the way of food. — All it needs is 
sympathetic encouragement, freedom -.from 
persecution, and possibly a little occasional 
shelter and assistance in the matter of the 
provision of breeding places.

One of the buyers 
was Dr. Farnan, who paid 150 guineas for 
the Kinermony yearling bull, Elleman of 
Ballindalloch. Dr. Farnan also secured a 
cow for 37 guineas, and a heifer calf for 41 
guineas.

EDUCATING YOUTH FOR

Vigorous criticism of what he described 
as national and municipal extravagance was 
expressed by the new Master Cutler of 
Sheffield, Lieutenant-Colonel A N. Lee, 
D.S.0., on the occasion of his installation as 
head of the Ancient Cutlers’ Company. 

Colonel Lee, who is a native of Notting. 
ham, and a director of the Sheffield firm of 
Walker and Hall, Ltd., said he was credibly 
informed that in this country, at the present 
time, accommodation had been provided for 
the free teaching of over a million more 
school children than there were available to 
be taught; and that, owing to the declinin 
birth-rate and other causes, tt was estimate 
that that figure would be increased by 300,000 
during the next two years. 

The country, and nearly all individual 
members of the British community, had been 
living beyond their means for the past six 
or seven yeurs. During several years, in 
which every effort should have been made to 
reduce taxation and rates, the money spent 
in Sheffield alone on national and municipal 
undertakings was about £800,000. 

It was chiefly the intolerable burden of 
taxation and rates, brought about by extrava- 
gant spending, which was stifling the pro- 
gress already cverdue. — Before a satisfac- 
tory condition of international trade was 
possible there musc be considerable modifi- 
cation of the present. artificial restrictions, 
both national and international.

In particular, 
it is thought that photographs of the last 
stages of the climb would be of service, 
saul moreover, supplies could also be dropped 
at different points if desired.

ast tracts of unknown and hitherto un- 
surveyed territory will, it is hoped, be 
mapped out—a task which can only be ac 
complished from the air. Apart from the 
scientific knowledge which is likely to be 
gained, the dramatic possibility is visualised 
that, as the aviators fly in the vicinity of 
Mount Everest some trace may be observed 
of the remains of Mallory and Irvine, who 
perished so tragically when the last attempt 
was made to climb the mountaim in 1924. 

The flight will start from Purnea, in 
Northern Bengal, fifty miles from the 
Southern frontier of Nepal, the route followed 
being across Nepal, a country whose in- 
habitants have hitherto kept themselves 
averse from European influences, and have 
maintained an impenetrable veil over then 
mountain land. This mysterious kingdom is 
governed by a hidden monarch, who never 
appears before his people, and the real power 
is in the hands of the Premier, who shows 
a disposition to assimilate Western ideas. 

The most elaborate precautions are being 
made to obviate the risk of failure and to 
guard against the intense cold in the high 
altitudes. Not only will the clothes of the 
aviators be electrically heated, but even the 
cameras themselves will have to be heated to 
prevent the films freezing. Supplies of 
oxygen will also be taken to enable the 
aviators to breathe in the rarefied upper air.

He recalled the first days of Irish emigra- 
tion, when one could travel from Ireland to 
America for 30s. and 35s. After the famine 
everyone in the country who could dispose of 
his land did so and sailed for America. The 
sailing ships, which were commonly used, 
carried about 100 passengers, and it took 
over seven weeks to complete the voyage. 
Ship owners only made Eaiitan for the 
carriage, and travellers had to provide their 
own food, 


IN CHOLERA DAYS. 

Questioned about the great fever and 
cholera that prevailed in those days, Mr. 
Treanor said :— 

“I saw people tumbling in the streets in 
agony and not a soul to go to their assist- 
ance. The disease was most contagious, and 
people would not dare to look at any un- 
fortunate man or woman suffering from it. 
People died so quickly that they could not 
be buried. The bodies were left in large 
piles in the local church-yards and cemeteries 
until the survivors had time to dig the 
raves."” He remembered a very popular man 
in Killala, Co. Mayo, opening a relief store 
in his home, and the starving people literally 
breaking down the door to get at the food. 

Asked his views on political questions of 
the moment, Mr. Treanor replied :— 

“I think each party in its own way is 
doing its utmost to further the interests of 
the country. I am hopeful that some day in 
the near future the country will once more 
be on the road to prosperity.’’ 


OLDEST LOCAL PREACHER. 

Mr. Treanor started work as a grocer’s 
assistant in 1853, at the age of 16 years, in 
the town of Ballinasloe. That same year he 
went to Athenry, Co. Galway, and saw a 
train for the first time. He is a native of 
Killala, Co. Mayo, and first came to Roscrea 
as a shop assistant in 1866. He married the 
following year. 

Mr. Treanor is stated to be the oldest 
local preacher in the Methodist Church in 
the world. His chief hobbies are reading, 
teaching Sunday School, and doing horta- 
cultural work, which he finds a great tonic.

manner as to cause annoyance to or disturb- 
ance of occupants or inmate: of any premises, 
or passengers in any street or public place.” 

Alderman Burton Ellis, the Deputy-Chair- 
man of the Watch Con:mittee, said that the 
intention was not to apply the bye-law to 
private individuals. It was intended more to 
put down a general nuisance carried on in 
the streets where shops were offering goods 
for sale. They kept the noise going all day 
long, to the annoyance of tha general public.

T Newry Petty Sessions to-day, before 
A Major McCallum, R.M. (Chairman) 
and other Justices, William Brewn, 
Tallycollive, Co. Monaghan, and Peter and 
Margaret McGuire (husband and wife), of 
Drumlougher, Co, Armagh, were prosecuted 
by the Customs authorities for having been 
knowingly concerned in importing two dead 
pigs into Northern Ireland at Drumlougher 
(near Crossmaglen) on September 15 and 16, 
bais intent to evade payment of the Customs 
uty. 
CA pa og, Sd who prosecuted, said 
that the Customs rd elected ta go for 
a £100 penalty in preíerence to the treble 
uty. 
Sergeant McCorter, Customs patrol, Cross- 
maglen, gave evidence as to seeing the two 
pigs being driven into Crossmaglen market 
in a donkey and cart en the morning of 
September 16 by Andrew Garvey, who said 
that he got them at McGuire’s place, and that 
he was employed by Brown to take them into 
the market. 
Brown admitted the offence, and said that 
he carried the pigs across the river at night 
and hung them up in an out-office of the 
McGuire's, so as to have them convenient 
for taking to the market in the morning. The 
McGuires lived in Northern Ireland and 
he in the Free State, a river only 
dividing them from each other, 
He accepted full responsibility for the 
affair, and said that he wanted to get a 
few extra shillings for the pork, as he had 
five grandchildren to support. 


“VERY CANDID.” 
Mr. F. F. Trew, Customs officer, in reply 
to Mr. Joseph Fisher who defended), said 
that Brown had been very candid and facili- 
tated them in every way 
The Resident Magistrate pointed out that 
if they imposed the £100 penalty the warrant 
would have to issue immediately. He inti- 
mated that the Bench were in favour of 
recommending a substantial reduction owing 
to the way Brown had met the case. 


MAGISTRATE’S REMARK. 

Eventually, after considerable legal argu- 
ment, in the course of which the Resident 
Magistrate remarked that the more he read 
the Customs Act the less he knew.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


To-day’s dealings on the Stock Market, 
though greater than those of the last few 
days, were not very large.

“Agreement. 

At last a black horison is pierced by a 
gleam of light. Everybody will welcome 
the news that the Free State and British 
Governments have agreed to negotiation 
on the land annuities and other payments 
which President de Valera’s Cabinet has 
withheld. The agreement was reached 
yesterday, in London, at a conference 
between British and Free State Ministers, 
and the discussions will begin on the 14th 
October. Since the British Government 
had taken a firm and positive stand, it is 


| manifest that only some measure of retreat 


by Mr. de Valera has created the new 
hope. The July conference failed because 
he refused to accept arbitration by cn 
Empire tribunal; and,a further proposal 
for direct negotiation was defeated by his 
unyielding demand for the removal of the 
British duties. Last month Mr. de Valera 
suggested that, pending negotiation, the 
annuities should be held by the Bank for 
International Settlements. The British 
Government rejected this ofier, but ex- 
pressed its willingness to consider any 
further proposals. Now, after a prolonged 
obstinacy, for which the Free State has 
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paid a terrible price, Mr. de Valera has 
made an overture, and has accepted the 
once rejected plan of direct negotiation. 
He has accepted it, as is known, uncon- 
ditionally; for there is no hint in the 
official report of -yesterday’s conference 
that the British duties will be removed 
before, or immediately after, the 14th 
October. 

We need not examine todo curiously 
the causes of Mr. de Valera’s change 
of heart; but we may believe that a 
close psychological analogy can be found 
in the Pharaoh of the Exodus. Mr. de 
Valera’s economic war has brought the 
Free State to the brink of ruin; the 
farmers’ revolt becomes increasingly 
formidable; the re-opening of the Dáil 
is at hand, and the Government must face 
agricultural con-

stituencies. Moreover, there was, until 
yesterday, a hardening prospect that the 
British Government would raise its duties 
from twenty to thirty or forty per cent. 
Now that overwhelming calamity has been 
averted ; the national hopes are revived, 
and from to-day the dreadful fears with 
which thousands of Free State citizens 
expected the coming winter will be 
lightened. Throughout the whole trouble 
‘the British Government has been patient 
and reasonable, and we may be confident 
that its temper will not change. If the 
Free State Government meets it in like 
settlement can be

The two remotest Dominions show signs 
of returning prosperity. During this week 
the New Zealand Premier, and Acting 
Minister of Finance, presented a Budget 
which indicates that New Zealand has 
survived the worst of her troubles. How 
serious those trovbles were is clear from 
Mr. Forbes’s statement that this was the 
first occasion in the Dominion’s history on 
which it had been necessary to budget for 
a deficjt. At the opening of last session a 
deficit of £2,000,000 was anticipated. The 
new Budget, while it presumes a deficit, 
shows a substantial improvement on this 
expectation; and Mr. Forbes hopes that 
the end of the financial year will see New 
Zealand no more than £1,000,000 to the 
bad. The saving, however, could not have 
been effected without the substantial help 
of Great Britain, who consented to post- 
pone New Zealand’s: Funded, War and 
various debt payments for another year. 
Mr. Forbes’s concern now is to secure 
favourable terms for the conversion of the 
latest £5,000,000 Loan, which is costing 
the Government over 6 per cent. to-day, 
and the saving ought to make a consider- 
able difference. Expenditure is suffering 
drastic curtailment ; the net reductions, as

- Yet, if New Zealand's achievement is 
great, how much greater is that of 
Australia] Mr. J. A. Lyons's Govern- 
ment, which took office at the end of last 
year, found the country in a state of 
| destitution. Unemployment was high; 
waste had been the keynote of the retiring 
Labour Government, and Aust#alia’s 
credit outside her own borders stood very 
low—largely as a result of Mr, Lang’s 
antics in New South Wales. This week 
the Commonwealth offered a £12,000,000 
loan on the London market, and the whole 
issue was subscribed within three-quarters 
_of an hour. Such a response is the highest 
possible tribute to Australia’s progress. 
Nobody pretends that as yet she is 
prosperous; for many years must pass 
before wise government can remove the 
traces of the long Labour régime. The 
wheels of industry were clogged by heavy 
taxation at a time when Australia’s export 


: 


trade was suffering severely from the 


universal trade depression, - Mr, , Lyons 
and his Government have been confronted 
with a hard task. The depression scarcely 
has begun to lift; and, in addition, they 
have been compelled to brave the dis- 
content which an attempt at economy 
inevitably provokes; They have attacked 
the problems gallantly. The Common- 
wealth’s expenditure is being reduced by 
degreés to a reasonable figure, although it 
is still far too high for an impoverished 
country. 

A brighter spirit has illuminated the 
two Dominions since the Imperial Con- 
ference opened to them the prospect of 
enhanced trade. Both derive substantial 
benefits from the agreements reached at 
Ottawa. New Zealand, who has consented 
to increase her preferences on British 
goods, will receive in return the advantage 
of Britain’s duties on foreign foodstuffs. 
All the butter, cheese, eggs, fruit and 
milk products that New Zealand cares tu 
send will enter the British market free of 
duty, while similar products from foreign 
sources will be burdened by heavy tariff 
rates. Further benefits will be accorded 
to New Zealand producers of mutton, beef 
and lamb. The same classes of goods 
from Australian markets will receive pre- 
ference in England, with the addition of 
wheat and copper. These benefits will 
make a substantial difference to the com- 


“merce of both Dominions. The greater part 


of their trade always has been with Great 
Britain; but of late years the increasing 
competition of Denmark has rendered that 
market rather less secure. In the new 
circumstances they will have a certain 
market, able and willing to dbsorb what- 
ever they can send. The agreements at 
Uttawa already have inspired a rush of 
activity among farmers and business men 
im New Zealand and Australia, and the 
foundations of a steady and enlarged com- 
merce will be laid.

Free State Fish. | 


In the current issue of the Jrish Trade 
Journal we find some instructive figures 
concerning the sea fishing industry of the 
Free State. « During the first seven months 
of the’ present year there has been .a 
marked decline in both the quantity and 
the value cf Free State catches. In the 
case of prime fish—bril], soles and turbot 
—catches actually have increased in com- 
parison with the corresponding period of 
last year; but the other wet fish show a 
heavy fall. This fall is particularly 
noticeable in the case of herrings, the 
value of which this year was only £5,952, 
as compared with last year’s £19,045. 
Cod have fallen from £14,766 to £12,823, 
plaice from £10,509 to £9,020, and whiting 
from £8,109 to £7,104. Shell-fish, on the 
other hand, show an improvement. The 
lobster catch for the period under review 
was worth £15,086, as against last year’s 
£13,679, and the yield of oysters rose 
from £174 to £2,855. Various reasons 
can be given for the decline in the yield 
of Free State fisheries. Tariffs and 
economic conditions do not affect the sea x 
harvest, and it is difficult to explain why 
the total catch for the seven months 
should have droppéd from £101,942 to 
£84,785. Curiously enough, although the 
Irish are an island race, they are not a 
fish-eating people. Occasionally they will 
vary their diet by the introduction of fish, 
as was proved by the recent success of 
‘‘ Hake Friday ”; but, even on the sea- 
board, the demand for fish normally. is 
very poor. A kind of social prejudice 
exists in favour of ‘‘butcher’s meat.” 
and fish appears only during Lent. 
when “ ling ' becomes the order of the 
day. If the Irish people would realise the 
value of fish as a food-stuff, they would 
encourage an industry that could bring 
great wealth to the country.

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Costly Chenanecs: 


There will be widespread sympathy with 
the views of the new Master Cutler of 
Sheffield, Lieutenant-Colonel A. N. Lee, 
D.8.0., who in his installation speech 
yesterday made some vigorous criticisms 
of the educational system in these islands, 
In Great Britain, he declared, accommoda- 
tion had been provided for the free teach- 
ing of more than a million more school 
children than were available to be taught ; 
and, as a result of the declining birth-rate 
and other causes, that figure would be 
increased by some 300,000 during the next 
two years. According to Colonel Lee, far 
too much public money is being spent on 
free education. The taxpayers are being 
mulected in hnge sums in order that 
children may be educated to the view that 
work is unnecessary, and that the State 
will provide relief for all, There is no 
doubt that the national bill for education 
is unduly high. Free education is a fine 
ideal, but in times of national stress, when 
the taxpayers are in an almost desperate 
condition, a halt ought to be called some- 
where. As Colonel Lee declared, “ there 
are too many people in the British Isles 
at present who are getting something for 
nothing.’’ A generation ago things were 
vastly different. When education was a 
luxury it was something worth a sacrifice ; 
and many of the finest men in British 
history won their way to eminence through 
their unaided efforts, Nowadays, when a 
boy can make his way from a primary 
school to a university degree without the 
expense of a penny, he is tempted to regard 
his education lightly—to the great detri- 
ment of his own and the

Of course, you will be told to look at the 
safeguards—safeguards which, if enforced 
effectively, would reduce responsible govern- 
ment io a mockery. But have we not learned 
by bitter experience the value of safeguards ? 
You have only to look westward, across the 
waves that wash the beaches of Blackpool, 
to see the value of safeguards. You have 
only to read the terms of the Statute of 
Westminster to see how utterly devoid of 
legality is the foundation upon which they 
will stand. Blame whom you will for the 
past, but be sure you are not blameworthy 
for the future, and blameworthy upon a far 
larger scale. | 

The loss of a gronp of agricultural counties 
in Southern Ireland can supported, but 
the loss of India—the central glory of the 
British Empire—will not only sound the 
death-knell of our greatness, but destroy the 
means of livelihood of millions in this island, 
especially in Lancashire, 

Let us take our stand within the wise 
houndaries fixed by the unanimous report of 
the Statutory, or “ Simon,’’ Commission. If 
Indians wish to prove their greater fitness for 
responsibility, let them first make a success 
in governing the great provinces of India— 
countries almost as large as France and 
Germany and Spain. Surely this is no un- 
worthy task for untried hands. But let us 
keep intact, inviolavle, the responsibility of 
the Central Government of India to the 
Imperial Parliament, and set us admit no 
derogation, however small, from the supreme 
authority of the Crown.

Professor Michael Tierney, T.D., Honorary 
Secretary, Cumann na nGaedheal, writes 
under date October 5, 1932 :—In the fria 
Press leading article of to-day’s date the 
following statement appears :— 

“The Agreement was signed on Feb- 
tuary 12, 1923. On March 6, 1h a communi- 
cation, also marked ‘Secret,’ fifteen copies 
were circulated to the various Ministers 
from the office of the Secretary to the 
Executive Council. Nothing was heard 
of the Agreement then until January 6. 
1925. when the Minister for Agriculture 
wrote to the Department of Finance say- 
ing that in connection with an impend- 
ing bill the Agreement would be asked 
for in the Dail ” 

Here are the facts, which directly contradict 
the assertion that nothing was heard of the 
Agreement until January 6, 1925. 

n the Dail on the 26th June, 1923, 
the President moved :— 

“That a sum not oy gE £3,133.577 
be granted to defray the charge which 
will come in course of payment during 
the year ending on ólst, day of March, 
1924, for making repayments to the British 
Government in respect of Annuities under 
the Land Purchase Acts. 1881 to 1909.”

In the ensuing. discussions questions were 
put, and answered by the President. the full 
text of which may be seen in the Official De- 
bates of the 26th June, 1923. On 19th Jaly, 
1923, the President referred to the particular 
sum “ agreed on ” ‘‘ at the Jast . Con- 
ference,’’ and this was also the subject of dis- 
cussion, : 

This vote had then to come before the Dail 
and Senate, as every vote for money has to 
come, on as many as ten separate occasions. 

This method of transferring the annuities 
was made permanent by the Land Act of 19253. 
which was carried through all nine stages in 
the two Houses, and the sum in respect of 
excess and Bonus Stock was voted every year 
since (including this year, on the motion of 
the Fianna Fail Government).

Anglo-Danish Concord. 


The intimation that M. Stauning, the 
Prime Minister of Denmark, is trying to 
effect a new arrangement, designed to 
secure a joint influence by commerce and 
industry on the administration of his 
country, is regarded here as a prelude to 
some important negotiations with this 
country. It is taken as certain that efforts 
will be made to bring the two countries 
into a closer union, and a delegation is 
expected to arrive shortly from Denmark 
to carry the negotiations now in progress 
a stage further. 


Socialism Run Wild. 


The Labour conference at Leicester has 
** bolted,’’ and, heedless of the remon- 
strances of its chosen leaders, is passiny 
resolutions which tie the party down to 
measures that would involve real danger 
to the Commonwealth. It is impossible 
that any Government, unless it were of 
the really revolutionary character, could 
attempt to put them into operation. At 
the same time, the executive of the T--ty 
is experiencing difficulty with one of the 
trade unions over the recent “ cut” in 
the salary of members of the headquarters 
staff working at the conference. These 
men are engaged in the selling of 
pamphlets which call upon electors to 
enrol in the Labour Party as the only 
means to raise the worker’s standard of 
living. The same men are subjected to a 
five per cent. salary reduction, which 
brings their pay to a point considered so 
unfair that they have requested their 
union to take the matter into considera- 
tion. Negotiations are now proceeding. 


The Price of Petrol. 


The increase in the price of petrol has 
not had the result anticipated in the oil 
industry, and the position is stil] un- 
settled owing to the many cross-currents 
in the United States which are preventing 
‘possible developments of a favourable 
character on this side. Consumption in 
the United States is showing no signs of 
expansion. In fact, the sales, which amount 
to 29 million barrels a month, are below 
the level of last year. This is explained 
by the falling away of motor production 
generally: only about one-half of the 
usual number of cars are being manu- 
factured. These facts point to the im- 
probability of any further increase in 
prices in this country; for it is apparent 
that. the commodity cannot stand another 
advance in price without causing a reduc- 
tion in the demand. The great United 
States distributing companies believe that 
too much oil is being produced, and that 
supplies ought to be controlled. 


Road Accidents® 


If the number of fatal road accidents in 
this country continues to increase, it may 
be necessary to consider the conditions 
under which driving licences are issued. 
In France the examination is being made 
more rigorous not only for candidates for 
first driving licences, but for applications 
for renewals. Last year the rejected 
applicants reached a total of over 30 
per cent., and a French statistician, who 
computes the road deaths in Great Britain 
during the past six years at more than 
twice the number in France during the 
same time, adds that this result is tlie 
consequence of the system whereby driving 
licences are granted in this country with- 
out adequate safeguard. 


Expenditure in British Columbia. 


British Columbia may have a Union 
Government, based on the precedent of 
the National Government in the United 
Kingdom, if Dr. 8S. F. Tolmie, Premier of 
the Province, has his way. He has in- 
vited the Liberals to join with him in 
such an enterprise. If Mr. T. D. Pattullo, 
the Liberal leader, refuses to accept—as is 
probable—the Premier, who leads thirty- 
five Conservatives in a Legislature of 
forty-eight members, probably will re- 
organise his Cabinet by taking in out- 
standing business men, regardless of 
politics, and will go to the country on a 
programme of rigid economy in Govern- 
ment expenditures. Matters were brought 
to a head in British Columbia when a 
committee of business men made an in- 
quiry into the financial affairs of the 
province and recommended drastic 
economies. Expenditure ought to be cut by 
25 per cent., or about £1,200,000 annually. 
it was claimed; the Legislature ought to 
be reduced to twenty-eight members, and 
the Cabinet from nine to six. The com- 
mittee urged a cessation of public works, 
sharp reductions in expenditures for 
education, reorganisation of departments, 
and the elimination of some of them. 
British Columbia spends per capita more 
than any other province in Canada, and 
for the past couple of years has had an 
unbalanced Budget. 


Cheap Railway Travel. 


‘ Record ”' sales have been enjoyed this 
summer by the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway’s holiday contract tickets 
—'' seven-day seasons’’—which give a 
week's unlimited travel in selected holiday 
districts for 7s. 6d. or 10s. During 
months of May, June, July and August 
over 119,200 holiday contracts were sold 
in England and Wales alone. The largest 
sales in individual districts were 60,000 in 
the Lancashire coast and lake district 
54,000 in the North Wales district, 20,000 
in Moreeambe and the English lakes. More 
than 4,000 first class and 59,000 third class 
tickets were sold in August—35,000 of 
them in the Lancashire and lakes area. 
These totals represent an advance of over 
100 per cent. on last year.

EXPORT BOUNTY 
SOUGHT. 


REMINDER TO THE 
MINISTER. 


———X— 


N view of the measures of relief accorded 

by the Free State Government te 
farmers and cattle and  pig-raisers, 
the Irish Poultry-Keepers’ Co-operative 
Society have once again directed the atten- 
tion of the Minister for Agriculture to a 
memorandum sent by the Association. to 
the Government last August. — 

The Society urges the pressing necessity 
of extending relief to the poultry industry, 
and suggests the granting of a bounty to 
exporters. 

“Tt jis admitted, we think, the 
Society states, ‘‘ that an export market for 
poultry and eggs is essential to the exist- 
ence of the Free State poultry industry, 
as supplies of both far exceed home 
demand. Since the imposition of duties 
by Great Britain, exports have fallen to 
such an extent that there is a serious glut 
on the home market, rendering prices un- 
economic. Where eggs are concerned, 
whilst seasonable fall in production has, 
to some extent, assisted in keeping price 
levels steady, present price levels are also 
uneconomic and unnatural.” | 

ThesSociety refers to farmers who have 
had to close down, and states that it daily 
received letters from farmers conrplaining 
that they were unable to find mérkets for 
their produce. 

“ We, therefore.”’ the memorandum 
concludes, ‘* respectfully urge the Govern- 
ment to take immediate steps to remedy 
the present situation and make provision 
for the future by encouraging by 
practicable means the normal export of 
eggs and pceultry to Great Britain. To 
enable this to be accomplished, we re- 
spectfully request that the Government 
subsidise registered exports of both 
poultry and eggs by the granting of a 
bounty equating the duties at present 
levied on exports.’’ 
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RAILWAYMEN'S WAGES 
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REDUCTION TO BE STERNLY 
RESISTED. 

Mr. C. T. Cramp, general secretary of 
the N.U.R., speaking at a Labour meeting 
at Melton Mowbray, Leicestershire, last 
night, said— 

‘“We are at this moment facing demands 
for further reductions of our wages. If I 
am any judge of the situation, those de- 
mands will meet with the sternest resist- 
ance, possibly even to the extent of a 
great imdustrial struggle during the 
coming winter months. 7 

‘‘No one contemplates that prospect 
with joy or desires it to come about, but if 
it be a choice between further retreat en 
the part of our people or the putting up of 
the sternest resistance possible, then, with 
the backing of those il vaceedabn: I shall 
certainly take the latter course.’’ 

Referring to the realisation of Socialist 
measures as the only solution; of the in- 
dustrial difficulties, he said that he 
believed they had definitely come to the 
end of one phase of their national economic 
history, and had now to take a step into 
the new era. 

It was obvious that every large industry 
employing thousands of men would be nn- 
able, under the present organisation: of 
society, to maintain wages and conditions 
or the AA number of men employed 
unless drastic changes were made. 

Mr. A. G. Walkden, general secretary 
of the Railway Clerks’ Association, told a 
meeting of members at Derby last night 
that, in the matter of wages, there would 
be no settlement until there had been a 
special conference of the Association to 
consider a decision which would be fought 
throughout its stages. ib

THE IRISH DISPUTE. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of 
The Times writes in regard to the mecting 
yesterday between British Ministers and 


Mr. de Valera:—The conference, which 
was the third held in London since the 
present dispute over the Irish land 
annuities began, started at 10.50 and 
lasted for about two hours. It was called 
as the result of talks which Mr. de Valera 
had with Sir John Simon at Geneva and of 
communications which afterwards passed 
between Mr. de Valera and Mr. Thomas. 
The object of the meeting was to see 
if it was possible to find some basis on 
which direct negotiations between the two 
Governments could be opened. The official 
announcement indicates that sufficient pro- 
gress was made to justify the opening of 
such negotiations next week. It is ex- 
pected that Mr. de Valera, who left for 
Dublin last night, will arrive in London 
again on the morning of to-morrow week. 
It may be assumed that the British repre- 
sentatives next week will be drawn from 
those Ministers who have been closely con- 
cerned with the dispute from the begin- 
ning. It is thought unlikely that the 
Prime Minister, who is due to return from 
Scotland in a few days, will take a direct 
part in the discussions, Mr. J. H. 
Thomas is to speak at Newport, Mon., to- 
night on Ireland and the Ottawa agree- 
ments. While the negotiations are in 
progress the duties imposed by this 
country on imports from the Free 
State and the retaliatory duties placed 
by the Free State on British imports wii! 
remain in force. There will be no altera- 
tion in the present position of the overdue 
land annuities, which are now stated to be 
held in a suspense account in Dublin. 
The total amount in dispute is about 
£5,000,000 yearly, £2,960,000 of which is 
made up of the land annuities payments 
Chief among the other items are judicial, 
civil and Royal Irish Constabulary 
pensions. These annual payments, which 
are, of course, diminishing, are at present 
£1,117,000 in respect of the Constabulary 
pensions and £155,009 in respect of 
judicial and civil pensions. 

For the present, at any rate, any “ica 
of arbitration may be ruled out, nor :s it 
now proposed to set up any kind of com- 
mission of inquiry such as was mentioned 
during the talks at Downing street last 
July. Instead, the meth of direct 


‘negotiations between the two Governments 


has been adopted. It is understood that 
if any agreement should be arrived at, it 
would be laid before the British Parlia. 
ment and the Dail for ratification without 
delay. By a coincidence both Parliaments 
reassemble on the same day—October 18. 
It is believed that by that time it will be 


known whether the negotiations are likely 


to succeed or fail. '

A CHANGE OF ATTITUDE.

LONDON, Wednesday. 


Mr. Thomas’s disclosure that the special 
Customs duties on Irish imports are to 
remain in force during the negotiations 
provides a clear indication that the agree- 
ment reached at the Downing street con- 
ference has been made possible by a change 
of attitude on the part of Mr. de Valera. 

He has hitherto refused to negotiate on 
the basis of the continued operation of the 
existing duties during the negotiations. 
This was one of the issues on which the 
Downing street conference of last July 
broke down. 

At that conference the British Govern 
ment offered arbitration by an Empire 
Tribunal. Alternatively the British 
Government intimated that, pending 
agreement. on arbitration, it was willing 
to negotiate either on the basis of the exist- 
ing situation—the continued withholding 
of the disputed moneys and the continued 
operation of the special Customs duties 
then in force—or on the basis of a com- 

lete restoration of the position as it was 
bha the disputed revenues were im- 
pounded in Dublin and the special duties 
were imposed. 


THE JULY CONFERENCE. 


The July conference failed because Mr. 
de Valera. objected to the Empire limita- 
tion in the selection of personnel for 
arbitration, and refused to accept either 
of the proposed bases of negotiation His 
attitude at that time on the negotiation 
proposal was that the British special 
Customs duties must be suspended durin 
the negotiations, even though he retaine 
the impounded moneys in his suspense 
account. 

The British Government could not agree 
to a procedure which deprived it during 
the negotiations not only of the disputed 
revenue, but also of the compensating 
revenue derived from the special duties. 
It is obvious that negotiations on such a 
footing would cg á no guarantee of 
finality. 

The deadlock on the preliminary ques- 
tion of the basis of negotiation has now 
been resolved by Mr. de Valera agreeing 
that the British special Customs duties 
should remain in force while the 
negotiators are at work.

the special duties on Irish imports will 
continue to be collected. The fact that 
these duties will remain in force during 
the negotiations encourages the hope of 4 
definite result being ultimately reached. 

To-day’s agreement to make the dis- 
puted revenues ‘‘ the subject of negotiation 
between the two Governments” appears 
to set aside, at any rate for the present, 
the proposal for an arbitration. The 
oficial announcement is interpreted in 
political, quarters: as meaning that the 
two Governments are about to try to solve 
the existing financial difficulties by the 
method ‘of direct negotiation. . 

It. is obvious, however, that, if direct 
negotiation fails to produce a settlement 
of the dispute, a further attempt may 
then be made to agree on the constitution 
of a tribunal of arbitration, whose verdict 
would be acceptable to both sides.

BATON CHARGE BY

FIFTEEN PERSONS 


ARRESTED.

HOUSANDS of unemployed workers 
made a demonstration in Belfast last 
night in connection with the attempt of 
three hundred able-bodied single men to 
gain admittance to the Union Workhouse. 
This action followed the decision of the 
workers on relief schemes to strike against 
the present rates of pay. — 

The streets in the vicinity of the Work- 
house were crowded, and hundreds of 
armed police were on duty—members of 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary always 
carry revolvers. 

Armoured cars patrolled the streets. 

Two hundred and fifty men were ad- 
mitted to the Workhouse. 

When the unemployed who had taken 
part in the demonstration were -returning 
from the workhouse there was a good deal 
of stone-throwing in Great Victoria street. 
The windows of several shops were 
smashed, and the police were called upon 
to make a baton # sowcied in which several 
persons were slightly injured. 

Fifteen persons were arrested. 

Two policemen were seriously injured. 

Disturbances took place also in the Davis | 
street area, where several shops were 
looted. á 

At a mass meeting, attended by hun- 
dreds of unemployed in Belfast last night, 


it was decided to ask the organised 
workers to declare a genera Istrike. On 
Tuesday next, when the Board of Guar- 
dians meets, the uncmployed have decided | 
to have a mass demonstration at the 
Workhouse to present a demand for relief 
payments on a scale equal to that paid in 
England. They also decided that they 
would not send their children to school. 

The men who were admitted to the 
Workhouse last evening kept up a con- 
tinuous noise and there was some trouble.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL

W HILE speculation as to the future of 
the Governor-Generalship continues, 
the interesting disclosure was made yesteg- 
day that, notwithstanding the ceremonial 
in London on Monday, when the King 
approved of Mr. McNeill relinquishing the 
office, Mr. McNeill still is technically and 
‘actually Governor-General. This fact 
emerged when, in certain high quarters, 
the question was put, as to who would act 
if, at the moment, any business arose 
requiring the attention of the Governor- 
General. Indeed, Mr. McNeill, within the 
next few days, will attend as Governor- 
General* a function to which he had 
accepted an invitation some time ago. 

The fact appears to be that the actual 
date of the termination of his appoint- 
ment will be a matter for arrangement 
with the Executive Council. Adequate 
time will be given to Mr. McNeill to wind 
up his affairs at the Viceregal Lodge and 
move to his new home near Dundrum. 

To most people it seemed that, having 
seen the King, and, as it was assumed, 
surrendered the office, Mr. McNeill in- 
stantly ceased to be Governor-General. 

When Mr. MeNeill’s appointment defi- 
nitely ceases, in a week or two, an official 
intimation will be made by the Executive 
Council to Chief Justice Kennedy that, 
during the period pending a new appoint- 
ment, he, as ‘*‘ Chief Judge ” in the Free 
State, will be required to act as Governor- 
General. The provision for this arrange- 
ment is made in Letters Patent concerning 
the Governor-Generalship. 


CONSTITUTIONAL POSITION. 

The suggestion has been made that the 
present Government might not be disposed 
to recommend a new appointment, and that 
the Chief Justice might, in consequence, 
be called upon to act for an indefinite 
period. In Government circles such an 
idea is strongly deprecated. 

The omission to appoint a Governor- 
General would clearly be a breach of 
Article 2 of the Treaty, which says: 

““ Subject to the provisions here- 
inafter set out, the position of the 
Trish Free State in relation to the 
Imperial Parliament and Govern- ' 
ment, and otherwise, shall be that 
of the Dominion of Canada, and 
the law, practice and constitu- 
tional usage governing the rela- 
tionship of the Crown, or the 
representative of the Crown and 
of the Imperial Parliament to the 
Dominion of Canada shall govern 
their relationship to the Irish Free 
State.’’ 

With regard to the report that in any 
new appointment that is made President 
de Valera’s Government would vary the 
salary and conditions attached to the office, 
and make important retrenchments, it is 
of interest to note that by Article 60 of the 
Constitution the salary of the Governor- 
General is defined. It shall be “ of the 
like amount as that now payable to the 
Governor-General of Australia, and shall] 
be charged on the public funds of the Irish 
Free State’; and, moreover, “ suitable 
provision shall be made out of those funds 
for the maintenance ef his official resi- 
dence and establishment.’’

The Railway Tribunal, which fixed 
this sum, was appointed to see that the rates 
and charges were so adjusted as to produce 
this revenue, bnt this standard revenue has 
never been reached, and, after reviewing the 
whole situation very fully as recently as the 
4th of July last, the Tribunal reported :— 

(a) That the net revenue'for 1951 was 
£499,455 below the standard ; 

(b) That no modification of the present 
rates and charges as fixed by the Tribunal 
would assist the company to a nearer 
approach to the standard net revenue. 


THE 1924 ACT. 


“The position is, briefly, that while the 
railways are compelled to continue to dis- 
charge the liabilities placed on them by the 
1924 Act, they have never had the standard 
income which that Act stated they would 
receive, and out of which they would dis- 
charge these burdens. 

“The Act of 1924 has failed hopelessly, 
and it is grossly unfair in the circumstances 
that the railways should be compelled to 
continue to discharge liabilities which are 
rushing them headiong into bankruptcy. 

“ Our first duty is, thwrefore, to call for 
an immediate repeal of the orerous sections 
in the Railway Act of 1924, and this must be 
achieved without delay, otherwise the rail- 
ways will become liable for further heavy 


| 


vital problems of reconstruction, to face the 
alternative of continuing labour conditions 
which most inevitably land the railways in 
bankruptcy, or of being committed to a bitter 
industrial struggle with our servants, with 
whom we had nm quarrel otherwise, and with 
many of whom the shareholders individually 
were on very friendly terms. 


“The Government of the day snatched at 
a policy of amalgamation. I do not doubt 
they meant well, but that policy turned, so 
far as your interests were concerned, very 
largely on the amalgamated railways yielding | 
a standard net revenue, which from amalya- 
mation they have never done, and which for 
1921 was (in round numbers) half a million 
below what the shareholders not unnaturally 
believed to be the income guaranteed to the 
, oadertaking. 

“Our late Chairman, Sir William Goulding, 
realised the’ position years ago, and stated 
publicly that there was no alternative to 
closing down the lines. He was instantly mot 
with a statement by the Government of the | 


day that, if he did so, the lines would be | 
taken over by that Government and run 
irrespective of the shareholders. 

“I desire to express my appreciation of 
the courage and statesmanship of Mr. Lemass 
in declining fo accept the nationalisation of 
transport which was all but forced on him 
by very powerful interests, A few days ago 
Mr. Lemass appealed for assistance of people 
of goodwill who realised to some extent even 
the problem with which he was confronted. 
I believe none of us stockholders, after such 
a proof of courage, will desire to rush Mr. 
lLemass. Far rather would they render such 
assistance to him as they could, and for my 


part I do not see that 1 can serve the good |

“The second cause of the falling off in 
revenue is the uncontrolled competition from 
motor transport. The Southern Railways 
Company paid £113,490 in rates last year to 
the various local authorities to assist them 
in maintaining roads for our competi“rs to 
carry the wae 3 that should in many instances 
he carried by the railways; not alone have 
the railways to make and maintain the per- 
manent way on which they operate, but they 
have, in addition, to contribute heavily 
towards providing and maintaining roadways 
on which their competitors may operate. 

“When dealing with this aspect of the 
problem it is necessary that. we should make 
our position quite cle.r. I have heard it 
said that motor transport should be stopped. 
| cannot subseribe te any such policy; motor 
transport has come to stay. The Free State 
depends almost entirely on its agricultural 
produce for its maintenance. That produce 
is sold in keen competition with similar pro- 
duce from the Colonies and other countries; 
it is very essential, therefore, that this 
produce should have the advantage of cheap 
and rapid transport, 

‘‘Tt has also been suggested that the cost 
of motor transport should be raised, through 
licences arid in other ways, to the level of 
the railway charges. In my opinion that 
would be a fatal policy for the Free State to 
adopt. Whether we like it or not, it 1s 
obvious that railway charges must be re- 
duced; the only way this can be achieved is 
by removing all the shackles with which our 
railwayg are encumbered, and let them be 
placed on terms of equality with other forms 
of transport. 


WORKING EXPENSES. 


“The removal of the burdens which | 
have referred to will not in themselves put 
the railways into a sound financial condition ; 
it will be necessary drastically to reduce the 
working expenses to enable them to compete 
sarnenatally with other transport. 

“* Wages form 70 per cent. of the total ex- 
penditure on our railways. Senator Farrel! 
stated in the Senate a short time ago ‘that 
over 15,000 persons were employed on the 
railways’ and that ‘the wages paid amounted 
to £47,000 a week,’ an average of over £5 a 
week for each railway worker. When con- 
sidering the question of wages it should be 
remembered that our railways are 70 per 
cent. rural and 30 per cent. urban, and that 
the average wage paid to male agricultural 
workers in the Free State is 24s. Sd. per 
week, 

“Tt has been pointed out that the one 
reason Why railway wages in this country 
are so high is that all the railway workers 
Free State belong to one of 
large unions—the National 
Union of Railwaymen, the  Associa- 
tion of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men, or the Railway Clerks’ Association. 
These are all large British unions with their

‘‘Let me say in conclusion that nationalisa- 
tion has been urged as a cure for the ills from 
which our railways are suffering. Every share- 
holder will, I venture to think, agree with the 
directors in their view that nationalisation 
would be disastrous to the commerce of the 
Free State, to the patepayers, the employés 
and all concerned .’’

IRISH SPEAKERS.

The authorities of University College, Gal- 
way, have made arrangements for a full 
course of lectures in Irish on the following 


Latin and Greek, Mathematics, Geography, 
Education, Economics, Commerce ‘and. Ac- 


countancy. <A student who attends lectures 
in Irish on any of the foregoing subjects 
need not attend any lectures in_ English 
thereon. The medium of examination at 
college and university examinations for such 
a student is Irish. 

The Department of Education offers a 
number of scholarships (tenable in this col- 
lege), value £110 a year, for competition 
among native speakers of Irish from the 
Gaeltacht who have received their primary 
and secondary education through Irish. The 
governing body offers a number of scholar 
ships, value £60 a year, for competition 
among native speakers of Irish from the 
Gaeltacht, and they offer ordinary college 
scholarships amounting to £1,500 a year. Te 
be eligible for an entrance scholarship a 
student must have passed in Irish at the 
leaving certificate examination. The govern- 
ing body also offers two Irish language 
prizes (one of £10 and another of £5) for 
competition among candidates who are matri- 
culated students of the National University, 
and who have not obtained in any preceding 
session credit for any part of a course leading 


university. 

The fee for a eourse of lectures on any 
subject. in Irish is half the fee for the 
corfesponding course in English. Irish con- 
versation classes conducted .b native 
speakers of Irish under the direction of the 
prafguep and the lecturer in Irish (Mr. T. 
O Máille and Mr. T. O Ragallaig) are held 
in the. College for seventeen hours every 
week during the session.

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF

register. The total. number of children 
examined during the year was 8,087, and the 
number of schools inspected was 77.

SANITARY CONDITION OF

With the exception of convent schools the 
sanitation leaves much to be désired. Neither 
managers nor teachers are to blame for this 
condition of affairs. In the circumstances. 
the majority of the schools are kept as well 
as possible. 

In most of the schools inspected the out. 


offices are of the dry type. The construction 
of same in new buildings is far from satis- 
factory. ere’ is no proper provision made 
for the sewage discharge, with the result 
that “some lavatories are nothing more than 
open cess-pools. ... As parents are by law 
bound to send their children to school, it 
is only fair to expect that there should be no 
óil in any way bé in- 
jurious to the health of the children.

tional breach of the rules inside the circle. 


not occurred. Now until this season an un- 
intentional breach of the rules inside the 
circle was only punishable by a penalty 
corner, so defen will have to exercise 
great care in the future, for the leniency 
hitherto shown to them will now be stopped. 

The goalkeeper is not immune from this 
rule either, and if he runs out to a hit from 
outside the circle and obstructs an opponent 
with his body while pretending to kick the 
ball, but in reality letting it roll behind, he 
will be penalised. “These rules should do a 
lot to improve the standard of back-play, as 
backs will now have to use their sticks more 
frequently and their body and feet less 
frequently. 

Other points of interest from the new rules 
are —that the penalty bully must be taken 
five yards from the goal line in the centre; 
a player who is in an off-side position shall 
not be put on-side by reason of the ball 
having touched or glanced off the stick or 
person of an opponent; the rule that the ball 
must be rolled, not bounced or thrown, from 
touch will be more strictly enforced, and the 
roll in must be taken from the exact spot 
where the ball crossed the line; the umpire 
will not cause the roll in to be delayed if 
in his opinion a player remains within the 
seven yards line in order to gain time; a free 
hit may be either hit or pushed, but the rule 
against scooping it into the air will be 
strictly enforced.
